"VVitli the solenui words of reproof 
and aduionitiou addressed to tlioin by 
two Grand Juries tit Cassiur still Hound- 
ing on tlicir^sliiggisli tyiiipiuiuins : with 
the precious blood of a murilored otlicial 
atill reddening the golden lauds of Cas- 
siar ; with the disgraceful fact tlmt of 
six Assiiit' Courts liold siui-o tlioy oanio 
into power tliree liavnbcpu (li.stini;uisli- 
ed for lamoiitablo faihnes of ju.-ilii'o 
staring tlioui full in their stolid ooiin- 
tenances — one would have thouglit tluit 
the Govornmcnt would havo yoixa- 
td themselves from the stato of lethar- 
gy into wliich thoy have fallen and 
gone vigorously to work to di.scliarge 
the duties that appertaiii to tlieir posi- 
tions. But one might as well try to 
drown a duck by casting water on its 
back (la to expect to arouse the inhabi- 
tants of the Sleepy Hollow at Jnnie.s 
Bay to a sense of duty by reproof and 
admonitron."^' It is of no use. Words 
are thrown nwny, printer's ink is wast- 
ed, and good clean pajior spoiled in 
etibrts to inovo theui, It is a repeti- 
tion of the experience witli the slug- 
gard who complained that he was 
awakened too soon and must .slumber 
again. If after all that recently occur- 
red in Cassiar, at Clinton and at Xan 
aimo, tho oflicials arc still too lazy to 
faithfully discharge tho not onerous, 
but resi)onsil)le, duties assigned them, 
what fate should overtake them ? What 
would be theix" lot if in the capacity of 
clerks to a mercantile house thoy .wore 
to perpetrate a single blunder that in- 
jured tho credit of the firm 1 Thoy 
might escape with an adnionitioTi once ; 
a repetition would insure their dis- 
charge. But here we havo a set of men 
connected with tho administration of 
the Government who through incapa- 
city or inexperience have been guilty 
of a succes.sioii of mistakes wiiich have 
involved the country in grave .'inancial 
responsibilities and seriously compro- 
mised the standing of the Government. 
What fate has befallen them 1 Havo 
they been relieved of duties which nei- 
ther by education nor native ability 
thoy avo fitted to I'.dovii mid reletrated 
to a condition better suited to their 
mental calibre and indolent habits ? So 
far as we can learn some of tho least 
efliciont of tho oHicials arc marked for 
promotion ; wliilst olliccrs whose only 
fault is that they have served the coun- 
try with credit to tliemsolves and profit 
to the commonwealth, and have yet to 
make their first mistake, have been 
either elbowed out of the service or re- 
duced to salaries that will scarcely 
permit themselves and their families to 
Bfcarve to death genteely. \Vc arc tokl 
that thei'C ni'C men holding important 
positions in the service of this Province 
whose mental attainments are of so low 
a typo that the}- could not be safely 
entrusted to retail peanuts or ])oddle 
fish with any certainty of being al)le to 
balance cash at the close of the day's 
transactions ; and that there are others 
who picked up the overpowering legal 
knowledge they possess whilst engaged 
in sweeping out a briefless barrister's 
ofBco and dusting the cobwebs from his 
small and littlo-used library. Is not 
this a pretty stato of things for tax- 
payers to coutemplato ? 

And what remedy shall be prescribed 
for it? Wliat stejjs should be taken to 
pjcvent a repetition of grossly inexcus- 
able blunders? Fortunately for the 
ofiTenders they live in a civilized coun- 
try ; they hold oflico in a pi-oviiico 
where constitutional government af- 
fords an easy and bloodless method of 
ridding the service of incompetent and 
neglectful officers. In Eussia they would 
be knoutod and transported to Siberia. 
In Turkey the bastinado would play 
the devil's tattoo on the soles of their 
feet. In Japan they would havo been 
handed a two-edged sword and politely 
requested to perform the hari-km^L In 
China .they would have been shortened 
by a head. Here, when tho People 
succeed in re-establishing their power 
and making their intlueace felt incom- 
petent officialdom will be forced to re- 
sign. " No more be officer of mine," 
will be tho motto. 

But in the meantime, who is to "pay 
the piper" to whose sweet music these 
officials have danced ? Who will foot 
Tom Anderson's board bill for two 
yo.irs and pay for the extra .'Vssizo Court 
that must bo convened to try him ! 
Who will pay the '.'keep" for nino 
months o£ the imprisoned witness at 
Nanaimo ? Who will bo required to 
pension the family of poor Sir. Jen- 
KINSON ? Who will be called on to pay 
for tho charter of the special steamer 
last week to New Westminster and the 
cost of the special messenger from 
Kew ^Westminster to Yale to catch 
the niair with' documents that should 
have left here by the regular 
and inexpensive conveyance? Wo feel 
that it v^ould bo useless to apjjeal to 
the Finance Minister for an answer to 
these pertinent inquiries. He is so 
busied in getting wbat .be calls "square" 
with his real or fancied political ene- 
mies that ho has no time to devote to 
the shortcomings of his so-called jioli- 
tical friend.s. . Besides, is not the 
r. JI.'s chief — tho Attorney General — 
na deep in the mud as the Govern- 
mentiil subordinates are in the mii-el 
Is not tho Attorney General at tliis 
moment canvassing the district of Cari- 
boo with the desperation of ono who is 
. politically-moribund instead of con- 
ducting the Assizes at Clinton? Has 
ho not employed at an expense of .•^500 
a Queen's counsel to jirosccute tho 
PooLB murder case — a duty he should 
have himself dischai'ged ? Tiiere is an- 
other consideration that would prevent 
the Finance ISIinister from withholding 
his authority to tho vouchers for these 
extraordinary expenses: ^Ir. Ei:avi-n 
owes his present position to Mv. Walk- 
bit. His portfolio was cut-and-dried

The XTaval Oouvt. 

TJie naval court which has been in ses- 
sion in this city for several days for the 
purpose of iiivt^atigatiiig chargci against 
Ua])t. .Taau'.i Swan, master of tho British 
•burk .-Viuu! Main, preferred by ,1. T), Tul- 
locli, the first otiicer of the vessel, has 
made tho following findings : 

The court finds John D. TuUoch guilty 
of disobedience of orders, .and refusing to 
allow the men of hia watch to obey orders. 

Tho court sentences Tulloch to suspen- 
sion of certificate for the period of six 
months, to bo dismissed from tho Anno 
Main, and to pay one-fourth of the cost 
of tho court. This will amount to about 
S40. 

Tho court finds A'lidrow Petersuu and 
.Vle.xiuuler guilty of insubordination and 
diHobedience of orders ; sentenced to pay 
a tine of ten shillings each and one-oiglith 
of the costs of the court, which will 
amount to about ^0 each. , 

The court considei-s that tlie state of 
discipline on board tho Anno Main to be 
attributable in a great measure to tin; in- 
discretion and want of .self respectof Capt. 
Swan, and censures him, besides oriloring 
him to pay a fine of one-half of the costs 
of tho court. The sum required from the 
captain will be about §1(10. 

The costs of holding the naval court 
would have been much less had the Anne 
Main not been consigned to Mr. Laidlaw, 
tho British vice consul. Ab the vessel 
came to that gentleman, he did not consi- 
der it proper for him to hold the 'court, 
as he had an interest in the result. Had 
Mr. Laidlaw acted as president of the 
court the costs would have been consider- 
abl.y less — Porfhitid Orcf/o/nVni.

The Fire In the Soubo of Oommoni. 

Ottawa, Oct. 3. — About twenty min- 
utes to 12 o'clock this morning the om- 
ployi?s in the House of Commons depart- 
ment were thrown into a state of excite- 
ment by a cry of "firej" caused by flames 
hairing been discbverbd^sauing from the 
roof of that section of the bunding more 
immediately over the Commons Chamber 
and at tho north-west end. A supply of 
water wau speedily obtained, three streams 
being secured on tho outside and two on 
tho inside in the attic. The next move- 
ment was the removal of the Speaker's 
chair, the^inenibe]^' chatn,.' and every- 
thing por^ble from the Chamber itsolf , 
Hon. Mr. Ijangovin lending active aid 
and directing tho operations of willing 
hands. The ceiling of tho Commons 
chamber is composed of glass, and as 
many of tho p.ancs wore broken by the 
weight of water and falling stones, the 
water camo down in tonrents, deluging 
the carpets and all the furnishings. Tho 
fire started in a very dangerous place, and 
soon extended along the roof tho length 
of the chamber. Several hundred dollars' 
worth of injury has boon done to tho roof. 
A number of panes of glass have been 
broken, and the carpets and furnisliiugs 
of tho chamber liavo been nearly ruined. 
The plaster, too, is much injured. It is 
diflicult to estimate the loss, but it will 
probably bo not less than eight hundred 
dollars. It is said to have originated by 
the upsetting of a charcoal brazior used 
by tinsmiths at work on the roof, the 
sparks igniting tho framework.

— Judge Henry 
Hayden, of the Wood county court, a 
politician well-known throughout the 
kState and a candidate for attorney 
geiicrnl on the, greenback ticket two 
years ago, was sliot and killed at Cen- 
tralia, VVisconsin, last Thursday, by 
W. H. Cochrane, cashier of tlie First 
National Bank. Tlio affair grew out 
of an alleged intimacy on the part of 
Hayden with Coclirane's wife, the scan- 
dal being Olio of long standing. Coch- 
rane had separated from his wife some 
time ago, although no divorce had been 
obtained. The weapon used was a 
shotgun loaded with five buckshot, tho 
entire charge penetrating the right side 
of the victim, killing him instantly. 
No words pa.ssed between them; so it 
is supposed that the killing was pre- 
meditated. 

Atlanta, (Jet. 1.3. — Tho judge of 
Baldwin county and a delegation of 
citizens reached bore this morning to 
ask the Governor for a military force 
to suppres.s the Georgia Tiger.s, a des- 
perate organization wlio hold po.sscssion 
of half the country.

THE UTE INDIAN WAR. 

TSS FZLLASED AaSITO?. 

Tho Eo&io3 of A?ent Hooker and his 
Employos Founl ITakod and. Bor- 
ribly Ifutilated— ITo Traces of the 
Womea and. Children, vfho are sup- 
posed to havo met a Horrible Fate.

Kawlins, Wy., Oct. 13.— Gen. Mer- 
ritt advanced upon theiBgenoy on the 
10th inst, and on his' way he found 
many dead bodies. Among others ho 
found tiie bodies of Carl Goklstoin, an 
Israelite, who left here with govern- 
ment supplies for the Htcs at White 
River Agency. He was found in a 
gulch six miles this side of the agency, 
and had been sholT twice through tho 
shoulder, and was about two miles 
from Ids wagons. A teamster named 
Julius Moore, formerly from Bain- 
bridge, Mass., who was with him when 
he left here, was found about one hun- 
dred yards from Goldstein with two 
bullet holes in his hreast ond his body 
hacked and mutilated with a knife or 
hatchet. As the command advanced 
through tlie canyon they camo to an 
old coal mine, and in it was found the 
dead body of an employe named Dres- 
ser, who had evidently been wounded 
and crawled into the mine to die. His 
eoat Ayas folded up and placed under 
his head for a pillow. Beside him lay 
a "Winchester rifle containing eight 
cartridges, and in one of his pockets a 
letter wns found whicli, as near as the 
courier can remember, wns ns followB: 
WniTK RivKK, Sept. 21), 1 v. m. 

.^r<(jor TliDnihurii : — T will come with 
Chief Douglaa and another chief, and 
meet you to-morrow. Everything ijuiet 
here and Douglas is flying the United 
States flag. Wo have been on guard throe 
nights and will bo to-night, not that wo 
expect any trouble, but because there 
might bo. Did you have any trouble 
coming through ?

(.)ii entering the agency a sceiu; of 
(juiet desolation presented itself. All 
tlie buildings except one wore burned 
to the ground, and not a living thing 
in sight except tlie command. The In- 
dians had taken everything except the 
flour and decamped. The women and 
children were missing nnd nothing 
whatever could be found to indicate 
what had become of them. They have 
either been murdered and buried or el.se 
taken away as hostages. Their dread- 
ful and unmentionablo fate calls forth 
tiio most profound sympatliy. The dead 
body of Father Meeker was found 
about one hundred yards from his 
house lying on his Imck, shot through 
the head, tho left side of his head mash- 
ed in with some blunt instrument, a 
piece of a barrel stave driven into hia 
mouth and one of his hands and arms 
badly burned. The dead body of Mr. 
W. II. Post, Father Meeker's assistant, 
was found between the buildings and 
tho river, a bullet hole through tfie left 
ear and one under tho ear. He and 
Father Meeker were stripped entirely 
naked. Another employi named Eaton 
was found dead. He wns stripped nak- 
ed and had a bundle of paper bags on 
his arms, and his face was badly eaton 
by wolves nnd a bullet hole in his left 
breast. Frank Dresser, a brother of 
the one found in the coal mine, win 
found badly burned. He had without 
doubt boon killed instantly as a bullet 
had passed through his heart, The 
bodies of I'ltton, Thompiion, Price, 
Eskridgo and all other employtis not 
named, were also found. Eskridge 
wns found two miles this side of tho 
agency, naked, and a bullet hole 
through his head. In the house occu- 
pied by tho Indians during Thorn- 
burgh's battle, in a breastwork made 
of stone, was found the dead body of 
an unknown white man, dressed in 
buckskin. Ho was sitting on his knees 
and had his gun in position to fire. 
Ho was shot through the forehead. 
From this it appoar.i that the Indians 
were not alone in their hellish work. 
It is supposed that the Indians have 
gone to join the southern Utes, and 
there is an impression among tho 
oflicers of Merritt's command that tho 
Indians who fought Tliornburgh num- 
bered at least soven hundred,

Mr. Dewdiiey, the new Indian <'om- 
missioner, arrived here on the 15th 
inst;~'haviug madea tour'of the south- 
ern and western parts of this Superin- 
tendoncy. On arriving at Fort ^Valsh 
where ho iirat entered the Territories, 
he found a good ninny Indians from 
the west had assembled at that jioint 
to meet tho Commissioner, and also 
found that a good many had gone east 
to where some buffalo were crossing. 
They comprised Bloods, Blackfect and 
Stoiioys, and nil lind the same story to 
tell — they wore hungry. Tho Conimis- 
sioiier .satistied their ininipdiHtt^ wants 
by giving them .some provisions to carry 
them to the hunting ground.s. The 
Bloods were successful in .securing in a 
few days all the meat tlie\' could pack, 
and at once started to the place ap- 
pointed for receiving their payments. 

After disposing of the Indians at 
Cypress the Coininissioncr met Big- 
Bear's band, most of whom gave in 
their adhesion to tho treaty and took 
the money. The Chief said ho was not 
yot ready, but would como in at the 
imynient at Sounding Lake. Twenty 
lodges of Little Pine's baud also ac- 
cepted their annuities. 

Tho Commissioner then went on to 
Fort jMacleod, where, as elsewhere, the 
greatest destitution prevailed, which he 
endeavored to alleviate by at once 
sending some flour and cattle to the 
Crossing. He then went up and ex- 
iimiiied the country between the fort 
and the riOcky ^Mountains with a view 
to .selooting a site for a Clovernmeiit 
farm, and finding that the valley in 
which tho Police had established a farm 
offered as fine a situation as could well 
bo found, laid out one there, and placed 
i\[r. Robert J. Taylor, of I'^suott, in 
charge. It is intended to lua c two 
1 hundred acres broken here this fall, 
I and a dwelling houso and the necessary 
I stables put up. 

These farms are not to be confound- 
ed with the model farms under the in- 
structors upon the several reserves but 
are intended to supply seed to the In- 
dians in the vicinity who settle down 
to farming and food in tho event of 
continued destitution. It is believed 
that this can bo done nt remote In- 
dian centres much more cliraply and 
advantageously than by purchasing at 
the nearest settlements and freighting 
to the several reserves. 

Tho Commissioner returned to Black- 
foot Crossing, where he arrived just as 
the supplies sent in by Power it Co. 
reached it. Here he had an interview 
with Crowfoot, and found about 1,200 
Indians, amoiigst whom were Black- 
feet, Piegans, Bloods and Sarcees. 
Colonel j\Iacleod was with him and 
together they visited the lodges where 
they found a great deal of misery and 
learned that a good many deaths had 
occurred among the weaker members, 
hastened by the neglect they suffered 
at the hands of the stronger ones. 
They found between three and four 
hundred widows and orphans in these 
lodges, without any means of support, 
and who are not, according to Indian 
custom, recognized as having any claim 
to assistance from the rest of tho band. 
.Some provisions were given them, for 
whi.:Ii the Indians seemed very thank- 
ful; and they also expressed themselves 
as anxious to begin farming. Arrange- 
ments were hero made to have fifty 
acres broken as a common field for the 
Indians, besides some patches for in- 
dividuals, they agreeing to fence the 
whole. A man was left here to super- 
intend the work. 

At the Blnckfoot Crossing a con- 
gratulatory address was presented to 
Colonel Macleod and tho Commissioner 
which was read in both Blackfoot and 
English and to which suitable replies 
were mada 

The Piegans selected their reserva- 
tion at Crow's Nest Creole — the place 
indicated at the making of tho treaty — 
and moved on to it at once. An in- 
structor was also left there, and it is 
intended to have n lumdred acres under 
crop next year. 

After putting o\'erytliing in as sat- 
isfactory a condition as possible at tho 
above place, tho party went on to Fort 
Calgarry. Here they found a band of 
Sarcees and a few Blackfect all in the 
the usual painfully starvin'f condition. 
They wore directed to go to their re- 
servations, where they could be nioro 
cheaply fed than at tho fort. 

The commissioners then examined 
the country for a site for a second gov- 
ernment farm, and selected a place at 
the mouth of Fish Creek on Bow River 
four miles below Fort Calgarry, and 
left Jfr. Thomas Wright, late of Pem- 
broke, in charge. Two hundred acres 
will be broken this season. 

j\Ir. Dewdney then went on to 
Edmonton, where he stayed one niglit, 
and left on the Lily for Battleford next 
day, but on that steamer sinking be- 
low Fort Saskatchwan ho joined 
Governor Laird's party and came 
down the river in a small boat a,s re- 
corded in another column. 

On the 1 7th Mr. IDcwdney and Mv. 
Dickicsoii started for Sounding Lake, 
and began the payment on the after- 
noon of the 20th, using cheques in 
stead of money.

TouoxTO, Oct 3. — The British 
Agricultural Commissioners now in 
Winnipeg were entertained at a public 
banquet on Thurt>daj' cveiiinj,', tho 
Premier of the Province jiresiding. 
Our great wheat-growing belt in the 
Northwest was the chief toj)ic of the 
several speakers, U. S. Consul Taylor re- 
marking that three-fourths of the wheat- 
producing territory of this continent 
lies north of the boundary line nnd 
one of the Imperial Commissioners de- 
clared that tho lied River Yalley is a 
mass of black loam. 

Ottawa, Oct 2. — There is about 
50,000,000 foot of lumber purchased 
by foreign dealers in Ottawa, which 
has not been delivered. Some diiBculty 
is e.xperienced in procucinjj boats for 
tho conveyance of the lumber. 

Con.vwALL, Oct 3. — Tho trial in the 
matter of the petition against tho re- 
turn of Dr. Bergin for Cornv.-all was 
resumed here to-day, having been ad- 
journed from June last. Mr. Justice 
Armor presided. 

Ottawa, Oct. 3.— It wns currently re- 
ported in Metcalfe yesterday that tho mo- 
ther of the murderer, Clark Brown, had 
attempted to tiiko her own life at West 
Winchester. Much indignation is un- 
doubtedly manifeated against this woman 
in connection with the recent horrible 
murder. Many residing in the locality 
openly express their belief that the worst 
has not soon the light of day. If all that 
is said bo true, a chapter in crime is soon 
likely to be written that will he without a 
parallel in Canadian criminal historj'.

.810,255,035, as against !?11, 053,437 for 
the present year.

A Common Councilman of tlie city 
of London is provided with many good 
dinners every year at tho public ex- 
pense ; he has a pocket book every 
year, which costs more than .£1 per 
head to print; he has excursions up tho 
river and down the river; he may, in 
liis turn, have an Irish trip, with erery 
expense jiaid, and towns doing him 
homage; lie has lithographs of the 
building that he debates in, and of the 
carriage that ho aspires to ride in; he 
has his pockets full of public glove.s, 
wniids to carry on public occasions, 
having medals to transmit as heir- 
looms to generations unborn, alms- 
houses and orphanges for all the poor 
he wishes to benefit or get rid of, pen- 
sions to give away to persons ho may 
consider "deserving," schools at which 
to educate his own children, and rights 
of presentation at the city of London 
and other schools for the children of 
his friends. Surely ho is a man to bo 
envied. 

A young Italian, who had been de- 
ceived and robbed by an elder brother 
recently committed suicide in Rome. 
This brother was a married man and 
had a boy. Now the younger brother 
from the moment that his elder brother 
deceived and robbed him, knew no 
peace of mind for an iiitense tempta- 
tion to kill his brother's child. 
To escape this temptation ho de 
tcrniincd to kill himself. And 
kill himself ho did. He went to 
bed one night with bottle of ether and 
a wine glass at his bedside. He began 
by taking one wine glas.s of tho ether 
and then wrote his impressions. He 
thought that perhaps he would repent 
to kill his brother's child. But, on 
the contrar)', in proportion as he doubl- 
ed his doses the wish increased, and at 
the end of each dose ho repeated. "I 
have still a greater wish to kill my 
brother's child." This continued till 
tho twelfth glass, when he wrote: 
"^[ay thi.s bo the last. I can write no 
more." He died.

The Prince Imperial was 
seventeen years of age when his father 
died; there are seventeen letters in tho 
name of Le Lieutenant Carey, and tho 
addition of the figures 1862, tho date 
Prince Victor's birth, again produces 
soventeen.
